It was a 
‘home brewed’ pistol which Mr. Nara­ 
more had constructed in the cellar of 
his home with materials available in 
the rubbish pile or work bench of the 
average home. He made it with the 
expenditure of not more than a few 
hours time and demonstrated to the 
editor’s satisfaction that what he had 
done, others could do.
